From European Cables of 
the Day.)—Except in northern Do- 
brudja, where the troops of the central 
powers continue to drive the Russians 
and Rumanians toward Bessarabia, 
there has been little important ac- 
tivity on the battle fronts of Europe, 


The Russian troops in Dobrudja, 
Petrograd announces, were forced to 
retire northward under heavy attacks 
from numerically superior hostile 
forces. Berlin states that the Teutonic 
army in Dobrudja continues to ad- 
vanoe successfully and announces the 


capture of 900 Russian soldiers. East 
of Lake Babadagh a Russian regiment, 
Petrograd records, drove & force of | 
Bulgarians into Lake Ibolata. A great 
many Bulgarians were drowned and 
115 were made prisoner. 

The artillery bombardment continues 
at various points on the eastern front. 

Berlin reports increased activity, es- 
pecially in the Somme sector and on 
the east bank of the Meuse in the 
Verdun region, the scene of the latest 


French advance. . 
SHARP FIGHTING 
ON GALICIA FRONT. 


In Galicia near the Ziochoff-Tarna- 
pol railroad there has been a ‘spirited 
engagement. Berlin reports the break- 
ing of the advanced Russian line north- 
west of Zalostse, while Petrograd says 
the Austro-Germans were compelled to 
retire after occupying some trenches. 
Some fighting has taken place in the 
Trotus valley on the Moldavian fron- 
tier and along the Bystritsa river in 
the Carpathians. 

El Arish, ninety miles ¢a’st of the 
Suez canal in Egypt, has been cap- 
tured by British troops. The town 
had been occupied for two years by 
the Turks, who had built strong en- 
trenchments around it. Thé defenders 
fled from El Arish on the approach 
of the British army. 


RUSSIAN FORCES 
RESUME RETREAT 
IN NORTH DOBRUDJA 


Petrograd, December 22.—( Via Wire- 
less Press to London.)—Russian troops 
in the northern part of the Rumanian 
province of Dobrudja having been at- 
tacked yesterday along the whole front 
by Teuton forces numerically superior, 
says the Russian official statement is- 
sued today, they have begun a further 
retirement to the northward. 

The statement reads: 

“Rumanian Front: On the left bank 
of the Danube active attempts by the 
enemy to attack was repulsed by our 
fire. . ; 

“In Dobrudja the enemy with superior 
forces attacked out detachments along 
the whole front. After stubborn resis- 
tance our detachments commenced to 
withdraw to the northward. 

“after a daring attack of one of our 
regiments the Bulgarians who had ad- 
vanced to the east of Lake Babadagh 
from the village of Enisel were thrown 
into Lake Ibolata and a greater part 
of them were drowned. One hundred 
and fifteen were taken prisoner. 

“Black Sea: We sunk two Turkish 
motor gunboats. 


GAINS CLAIMED 
FOR INVADERS. 


Berlin, December 22.—(By Wireless.) 
Teutonic forces continue to advance in 
the Dobrudja and have taken 900 Rus- 
sian prisoners, says the official state- 
ment issued from German general 
headquarters today.

For British Troops 
On Western Front 


Presents and Letters Pour- 
ing In by Thousands—Par- 
cels Addressed to Men Kill- 
ed in Recent Fighting. 


With the British Armies in France, De- 
cember 22.—(Via London, From a Staff 
Correspondent of the Associated Press.) 
In these last days before Christmas 
it is a strange procession, indeed, that 
winds its way on the travel-searred 
roads of northern France to where the 
greatest armies the world has ever 
known are locked in a life and death 
struggle. 

Vying with the seemingly end- 
less train of motor trucks groaning 
under capacity weights of powder, 
shells and all the varied and sinister 
material of war, are numberless other 
trucks fairly bulging with presents 
and greetings of the Yuletide. Oddly 
enough, both types of truck's are dec- 
orated gaily with holly and mistletoe, 
It appears now that no soldier, re- 
gardliess of how humble his station, 
will be forgotten. 

The handling of the vast amount of 
mail for the English, Canadian and 
Australasian troops is fraught with 
great difficulties for powder and shell 
assert their prerogative of preference 
and the holiday season will bring no 
lessening of the gun pressure on any 
part of the front. Despite the com- 
plex problems connected with the task, 
the organization behind the British 
front makes it possible for letters and 
parcels to reach the men in the front 
line trenches 48 hours after their 
Posting in London. 

The Canadians received the bulk of 
their mail last week, most of the sol- 
diers obeying with childish impatience 
instructions not to open the parcels 
until Christmas. The mail for the 
Australasian troops, necessarily, was 
posted six or.seven weeks ago and 
naturally there were many casualties 
in that period, so that the authorities 
are confronted with a number of par- 
cels which never will reach their in- 
tended owners. 

A feature of the Christmas army 
mails is that the out-going post is al- 
most as heavy as the incoming, with 
@ strange cross-current of money or- 
ders going home and coming out. Some 
idea of the army postal problems may 
be gained from the fact that normally 
the British army sends 1,100,000 let- 
ters and post cards and 11,000 parcels 
daily. This number is being doubled 
and trebled during the Christmas ru'sh. 
Another interesting fact is that a sol- 
dier receives an average of four let- 
ters a week and writes one. 

The. packages being sent from the 
front contain all manner of souvenirs 
from the battlefields and trenches. Let- 
ters and parcels for the men on the 
very front line are sent.to them. with 
their rations. The favorite Christmas 
card that the “Tommies” are sending 
home is one on which loving mottoes 


are woven with vari-colored silk 
threads, 


CASPER IS PARDONED 
FOR WHISKY FRAUDS

Winston-Salem, N. C., December 22. 
John L. Casper, convicted a year ago 
at Fort Smith, Ark., of defrauding the 
government of revenues on whisky 
from his distilleries at Fort Smith and 
St. Louis, has been pardoned, accord- 
ing to a telegram received here tonight 
from Jacksonville, Fla. 

The telegram was from Casper and 

was gjddressed to a friend. It said the 
pardon was received tonight and that 
the former prisoner would come to 
W inston-Salem, his home, 
_ The trial of Casper and others at 
Fort Smith attracted wide attention. 
The government claimed that hundreds 
of thousands of dollars wé@re lost 
through the frauds. Casper was sen- 
tenced to nine years’ imprisonment and 
fined $33,000. In addition property 
owned by him and valued at $100,000 
was confiscated. 

Casper was in Jacksonville recently 
as a witness against Thomas C. Mc- 
Coy, of Asheville, convicted there in 
connection with the liquor cases. 


JAMES J. O’KELLY, M. P., 
SUMMONED BY DEATH 


London, Decembér 23.—James J. 
O'Kelly, nationalist member of the 
house of commons, died in London this 
morning. 


Mr. O’Kelly, a member of the house 
of commons since 1895. was widely 
known for his adventurous career. He 
was one Of Parnell’s earliest recruits in 
parliament and went through the ritual 
of suspension and removal from the 
house which marked the early eighties. 
While still a member of parliament he 
accepted a commission to go up the 
Nile during the Sudan campaign and 
interview the Mahdi, but Lord Kitch- 
ener barred that enterprise. Mr. 
O’Kelly fought in the Franco-Prussian 
war, having a commission in the 
French army. His passion for adven- 
ture also found an outlet in the United 
States army during the Indian cam- 
paigns of a enerfation ago. At the 
time of the Cuban revolt against Span- 
ish rule he served as a correspondent 
for New York and London newspapers 
and distinguished himself particularly 
by his daring when, contrary to the or- 
ders of the Spanish captain general ‘at 
Havana, he made his way to the rebel 
lines and sent a series of dispatches 
concerning the revolution. 

Mr, O'Kelly was born in Roscommon, 
Ireland, and was in his seventy-first 
year,

TOLD BY SURVIVOR 


Mrs. Ella Tatman Is Killed, 

Three Others in Dying 
Conditions and Two Are 
Painfully Injured. 


DID NOT HEAR TRAIN, 
SAYS OWNER OF CAR

“Tl remember hearing the noise of the 
rushing engine and the screams of our 
party as we looked out and saw the 
train. Then it hit the car.” This was the 
explanation of W. D. Tatman, contrac- 
tor and builder, of Bloomington, IIL, 
who yesterday afternoon, at 12:40, 
while on an auto tour from his home 
to Miami, Fla., figured in one of the 
most horrible accidents which has ever 
occurred near Atlanta, when Central 
of Georgia train No. 10, bound for Ma- 
con, collided with the heavy touring 
car at Hapeville. 

The auto was approaching the cross- 
ing when first seen by three eye-wit- 
nesses of the accident, and the driver 
had slowed down to consult a road 
map. The Studebaker car was enclosed 
in storm eurtains to ward off the chill 
breezes, and it is probably due to this 
that the onrushing train was neither 


seen nor heard. Suddenly there was al 
crash. which attracted the attention of 


a number of residents of Hapeville. 
Then the touring car was dragged for 
40 or 60 feet along the side of the 
track. The occupants were not thrown 
out, but were buried under the wreck- 
age of the machine. 
Aids Members of Party. 

Immediately following the crash W. 
D. Tatman extricated himself from the 
mass of wreckage and staggered to a 
fallen telephone pole. Here he was 
given aid by the people attracted by 
the accident, and soon took a hand 
himself in extricating the other mem- 
bers of the party from the tangled 


heap. 

“I have no explanation to offer for 
the accident,” said W. D. Tatman, when 
asked to tell how his machine happened 
to be hit by the train. “I simply know 
that we were going toward Macon on 
the dirt road. When we had reached 
a point close-to Hapeville the map by 
which we were being guided showed a 
turn in the road. 

“There was some confusion as to 
whether this turn was to the left or 
right. The map showed it to the left. 
My son, Glenn, was driving and had 
turned toward the railroad tracks. 

“We heard no whistle from the train 
nor did any of us hear any sort of 
noise that would indicate an approach- 
ing train. Glenn must have run up 
close to the track. I remember that 
he was turning round toward his moth- 
er, who was in the back of the car, and 
had the map in his hand in an effort 
to find the direction. 

“The next thing I remember is hear- 
ing the noise of the rushing train and 
the screams of our party as we looked 
out and saw it on us. Then it hit the 
car. 

Not Badly Injured. 

“IT was unconscious for a few sec- 
onds, for the next I remember is waking 
up and seeing the train still passing. I 
was lying on the ground and my feet 
were within six inches of the track. 
Not being badly hurt, I got up and saw 
the car had been totally wrecked. My 
wife and children and Mr. Erdman were 
lving at different points close to the 
track. 

“The curtains on the machine were 
up, and that may have something to 
do with the fact that none of us heard 
the train as it approached. After the 
car was hit the train stopped and pas- 
sengers and crew did what they could 
to assist us. I helped to the best of 
my ability. 

“The car must have been hit on the 
left side at the front wheel, as that was 
the direction from which the train was 
coming, and the left front wheel was 
entirely torn off. The machine is a 
total wreck, I imagine, but someone 
told me the engine was not badly dam- 
aged. 

“We left our home in Bloomington, 
lll., one week ago yesterday. The trip 
was made by easy stages, hardly more 
than 100 miles per day being covered 
on the way. It was our intention to 
go to Miami, Fla., to visit my two sons, 
Fred and John, over Christmas. 

Late in Reaching Atlania. 

“We had come into Atlanta Wednes- 
day afternoon from Nashville. In 
Nashville the trailer, which we had 
been using on the trip down, broke and 
we were forced to leave it behind to 
be shipped in later by train. Waiting 
for the arrival of this trailer made us 
late in leaving Atlanta and we did not 
get away until about noon. 

“This certainly a sad ending to an 
otherwise enjoyable trip.” 

Rene Erdman, who was in the froat 
seat with the driver of the car, Glenn 
Tatman, said he did not understand

Washington, December 22.—President 
Wilson today nominated the following 
to be members of the government ship- 
Ping board: 

William Denman, of San Francisco; 
Bernard M. Baker, of Baltimore; John 
A. Donald, of New York; John Barber 
Vghite, of Kansas City, Mo., and Theo- 
dore Brent, of New Orleans. 

The board, under the law, will have 
general supervision over freight rates 
in American waters. It is empowere@A 
to organize a $50,000,000 corporation 
to puild or buy merchant ships. Forty- 
nine per cent of the stock will be avail- 
able for public subscription, and that 
which is not subscribed will be taken 


by the government. 
The ships, built or bought, will be 


vate interests, but may be operated by 
the government should private con- 
cerns fail to take them. 

The intent of the law aside from 
being to restore ships for American 
commerce, removed by the war, is to 
open up trade routes which private cap. 
ital does not yet consider profitable 
enough for it to enter. 

Mr. Denman, who gets the longest 
term of six years, is a democrat and 
a lawyer with experience in admiralty 
cases. 

Mr. Baker, who was nominated for 
a five-year term, has had wide experi- 
ence as a ship owner and for thirty 
years was president of the Atlantic 
Transport Line. He is a democrat, 
a native of Baltimore, and a graduate 
of the Sheffield Scientific School at 
Yale. 

Mr. Donald, the third democratic 
member, was nominated for four years, 


He ‘has had a life-long experience inj 


the steamship business. Born in Scot- 
land, he became a citizen of the United 
in 1890. 

Mr. White, a republican, was nomi- 
nated for three years. He is a lumber- 
man and exporter. He was born in 
New York state; is president of the 
Missouri Lumber and Mining company, 


Louisiana Central-Lumber company, the 


Forest Lumber company, and an of- 
ficer or director of many other con- 
cerns. A statement issued at the 
white house said he is especially well 
informed on export business. 

Mr. Brent. the second republican, 
was nominated for two vears. He ig a 
railroad man and from 1906 to 1910 was 
assistant to the vice president of the 
Rock Island-Frisco tItnes. His part 
in the reshaping of the traffic policy 
of these lines brought him in contact 
with lake and coastwise shipvpinge.

STATE 
UF 47 YEARS ASKED 


Georgia Offered $45,000 a 
Month by N., C. & St. L., 
Which Is Only Bid Made 
So Far as Publicly Known. 


The proposal of the Nashville, Chat- 
tanooga and St. Louis railroad to re- 
lease the Western and Atlantic rail- 
road from the state of Géorgia, which, 
so far as is publicly known, is the only 
lease proposal which has been placed 
before the Western and Atlantic rail- 
road commission, contemplates a lease 
to run for a term of 47 years at a 
monthly rental of $45,000, or $640,000 
per year, against the present $420,000 
per annum. 


The commission adheres to its orig- 


inal policy of making no statement re- 
garding proposals before it until a deal 
has been closed, but the foregoing de- 
tails of proposal of the present lessee 
are reliable. 

This proposal was made to the com- 
mission by Milton Smith, president of 
the Louisville and Nashville; John 
Howe Peyton, president of the Nash- 
ville, Chattanooga and St. Louis, and 
Harry W. Walters, chairman of the 
board of directors of the Atlantic Coast 
Line railroad, which practically con- 
trols the other two. 

What Lease Inciudes. 

The proposition includes the lease of 
all the property of the Western and 
Atlantic railroad, with the exception of 
certain property in the business sec- 
tion of the city of Chattanooga not 
used for railroad purposes. All im- 
provements made upon the present 
property during the térm of the lease 
would become the property of the state 
at the expiration of the lease, under 
the terms of the lease proposed. 

What definite improvements, if any, 
may be stipulated is not clear, but it is 
Known that the commission has urged 
upon the prospective lessee the double- 
tracking of the road. It is well known 
that the present single tracks is not 
adequate to accommodate the traffic of 
the road, and it is also known that the 
tunnel on the road is not large enough 
and some of the heavier equipment of 
the road has to be routed otherwise 
on this account. In view of these con- 
ditions it is regarded as not unlikely 
that the road will be dowble-tracked 
and the tunnel enlarged during the life 
of the proposed Pase. 

The rental offered for 
$10,000 per month increase over the 
rental which the Nashville, Chatta- 
nooga and St. Louis now pays the state, 
and is a $20,000 increase over the 
rental paid under the preceding Joe 
Brown lease. 

It is understood that a life of 47 
years for the lease of the road is the 
suggestion of the Western and Atlan- 
tic railroad commission.

There it makes connec- 
tion with the Western and Atlantic 
railroad, owned by the state of Geor- 
gia, and extending to Atlanta. 
| In Advantageous Position. 

The simultaneous expiration of the 
leases upon these two roads would 
place both roads in a very advantage- 
ous position for renewals, or other dis- 
position of the property. 

Or, on the other hand, it would place 
the state of Georgia and the city of 
Cincinnati in a position to carry out 
the idea which was contemplated when 
these two roads were constructed, that 
is, that these two roads should co-op- 
erate as a trunk line from the Ohio 
river to. the heart of the southeast, 
serving as a check upon freight rates. 

The advantages of this feature of 
the simultaneous expiration arrange- 
ment would be tremendously enhanced, 
of course, if, in the meanwhile, any of 
the several propogals to extend the 
Western and Atlantic railroad from At- 
lanta to some Georgia port should ma- 
terialize. . 

Governor Harris, who is a member of 
the Western and Atlantic railroad com- 
mission, is in Florida for the Christ- 
mas holidays, and Mr. Cohen, the com- 
mission's secretary, is in Texas, but 
both will be back by the first of the 
year when a meeting of the commis- 
sion will be called and this proposal of 
the Nashville, Chattanooga and 8t.

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RECEPTION OF NOTE 
INENTENTELANDS 


Steps Have Been Taker to 
See No Misconstruction Is 
Placed Upon the Presi- 
dent’s Purposes. 


HOSTILE COMMENT. MADE 
BY THE BRITISH PRESS 


President Wilson Expects 
These Views to Be Moder- 
ated After Reflection--Wil- 
son and Lansing in Perfect 
Understanding. 


Washington, December ?.— While 
nothing official came from Europe to< 
day to show when the belligerents will 
reply to President Wilson’s note urg< 
ing discussion of peace, or what the 
nature of the response might be, the 
London news dispatches indicating that 
an early reply was unlikely because 
of the necessity of consultation be- 
tween the allies agreed with the view 
prevailing here. 

Apparently the administration, hav- 
ing dispatched the note and in the in- 
terest of caution having taken steps 
to see that no miscon'struction abroad 
was placed on the president’s purposes, 
now is carefully watching the expres- 
sions of opinion, particularly in the 
British press. As the attitude of the 
Teutonic allies had been clearly fore- 
shadowed in advance and the presi- 
dent in the note specifically disclaimed 
any a’ssociation with that attitude, the 
interest of American officials centered 
on the reception of the note in the 
entente countries and among the Eu- 
ropean neutrals. 

It was recalled, as the London dis- 
patches, most of them hostile, arrived 
that similar expressions greeted tha 
original proposals of the central allies, 
but that the views were moderated in 
the’ British press and among the en- 
tente diplomats here after reflection 
and discussion. 

To Prevent Misconstruction. 

To preclude any possibility of mis- 
construction 6f the president's pur- 
poses from the flurry of yesterday, 
eaused by Secretary~ Lansing’s two 
statements, both statements were 
cabled today to American diplomats 
abroad in neutral as well as bellic- 
erent countries, s0 they might be pre- 
pared to correctly state the president's 
attitude to the governments to which 
they are accredited. They are intended 
to offer official evidence, if it be 
needed, that the pfresident’s note is 
exactly what it purportsrto be on 
its face, 

The suggestion from London that 
the manner of replying to the presi- 
dent’s note will differ from the form 
of replies to proposals of the German 
allies corresponded with official ex- 
pectations. It is thought here that 
the entente allies might not make ex- 
tended answer to the proposals of the 
central powers, but would deal with 
the whole peace subject in their re- 
sponse to the United States. 

The German view here is that what- 
ever the reply of the entente allies, 
the relations between Germany and 
the United States will have been im- 
measurably improved, probably to the 
point of assuring careful steps by the 
Berlin government to avoid any such 
conditions a's led up to a crisis which 
threatened a break in diplomatic re- 
lations. That view is that the ad- 
vantage of comity with the greatest 
of neutrals will be so forcibly im- 
pressed upon the people of the cen- 
tral empire that it will not again be 
endangered. bn 

Entente diplomats, while they ap- 
parently had decided to accept the 
president's attitude in good faith, had 
not wholly disposed of their fear that 
it might redound to the’advantage of 
thelr enemies. 

Wilson and Lansing Agree. 

It was relterated today in all offi- 
cial quarters that there was perfect 
understanding between Secretary Lan- 
sing and the president, and whatever

One member of the combined crews 
escaped, Flagman W. V. Varnedore, of 
Jacksonville, who was riding in the 
caboose. The other members of the 
crew were riding “front end’ and were 
caught when the engines and the first 
18 cars piled up. : 

Flagman Varnedore walked to Wel- 
born, where he telephoned the divi- 
sion superintendent's office here. Im- 
mediately wrecking and relief trains 
were started for the scene of the wreck 
and detour orders were issued for all 
trains usually routed through from Tal- 
lahassee by way of Lake City. Trains 
are now being detoured by —s of Lake 
City, Live Oak and south to tracks of 
the Atlantic Coast Line. 

The wreck occurred at a low place 
where the heavy rains of the last sev- 
eral days had washed out the track. 
Both engines turned over and the first 
18 cars piled up. Several cars of naval 
stores caught fire, burning all of the 
cars which left the track. The six 
members of the crews, who we! rid- 
ing “front end” were burned with the 
wreckage. 

Only two bodies had been recovered

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KING GEORGE PREDICTS 
VICTORY FOR THE ALLIES 


Parliament Prorogued Without 
Further Information Re 
garding Wilson’s Note. 


London, December 22.—Parliament 
was prorogued this afternoon without 
the members being given any further 
information regarding President Wil- 
son’s note or what action the govern- 
ment contemplated with respect to it. 

Neither the note nor the German 
peace proposal was mentioned in the 
king’s speech, read in both houses. The 
only reference to the president’s sug- 
gestion was made by Andrew Bonar 
Law, the government leader, in a re- 
Ply to a question by Sir William Pol- 
lard Byles, a pacifist member, Mr. Law 
declaring that the question was one 
which could not be dealt with except 
in communication with the allies. 

The .speech from the throne ex- 
pressed confidence in the ultimate vic- 
tory af the allies, and determination 
to prosecute the war “until we have 
vindicated the rights so ruthlessly vio- 
lated by our enemies, and established 
the security of Europe on a’sure foun- 
dation,”’ 

The king’s speech follows: 

“My Lords and Gentlemen: Through- 
out the months that have elapsed since 
I last addressed you, my navy and my 
army, in conjunction with those of our 
fallant and faithful allies, have by 
their unceasing vigilance and indomi- 
table valor justified the high trust I 
"geanenpe in them. I am confident that 
10wever long the struggle their ef- 
forts, supported by the inflexible de- 
termination of all my subjects through- 
out the empire, will finally achieve the 
victorious consummation of those aims 
for which I entered into the war. 

“My government has been recon- 
structed with the sole object of fur- 
thering those aims unaltered and un- 
impaired. I thank you for the un- 
stinted liberality with which you con- 
tinue to provide for the burdens of the 
war. The vigorous prosecution of the 
war must be our single endeavor until 
we have vindicated the rights so ruth- 
lessly violated by our enemies, and es- 
tablished the security of Europe on a 
sure foundation. In this sacred cause 
I am assured of the united support of 
all my peoples, and I pray that the Al- 


mighty God may give us His blessing.” } 


King George was not present.

WATER PREPAREDNESS. 


If anything had happened to the big 
20,000,000-gallon Inman pump at Atlanta’s 
waterworks station during the recent White- 
hall street fire, an extensive and disastrous 
conflagration would have followed in the 
very heart of Atlanta’s retail business dis- 
trict. Only the fact that this pump was at 
work, supplying adequate fire pressure, 
saved the day and stopped the destruction 
with a single store.

pendent absolutely for fire pressure upon a 
single pump. There are pumping facilities 
enough to keep up the supply for ordinary 
consumption; but if the Inman pump goes 
out of commission or is shut down for re- 
pairs, Atlanta faces a positive and serious 
menace. 

There is but one remedy—the installation 
of another Inman pump—another pump of 
equal force and capacity. It is an invest- 
ment in “safety first’ which Atlanta owes 
herself, and city government should be 
prompt in providing it. 

A few years ago the big water main from 
the pumping station into Atlanta was broken 
and Atlanta was without water for half a 
day until repairs could be completed. The 
incident so strongly impressed the neces- 
sity for duplicate service that we now have 
two great mains all the way from the river 
into the city.

broken water main.

Therefore, it is even more than the suc- 
cessful business man who is essential to 
successful civic development, for he must 
add to it voluntary and positive personal sac- 
rifice. Atlanta is fortunate in having not a 
few men of this class, men to whom commu- 
nity interest appeals even where it involves 
personal loss or expense. It is one of the 
secrets bf Atlanta’s progress. 

Under the administration of the new 
president, there is every reason to predict a 
season of great growth and valuable pro- 
ductive effort, both for the Georgia chamber 
and the Southeastern Fair. 


GOING AT IT RIGHT. 


The chambers of commerce of Atlanta 
and West Point, the two organizations which 
are most interesting themselves in the estab- 
lishment of the proposed $20,000,000 govern- 
ment nitrate plant on the Chattahoochee 
river, have at last gone about the matter in 
the right way, and will be prepared, no 
doubt, to make such showing at the proper 
time as will interest government officials 
who are seeking light on the situation, in 
advance of placing it before the president. 

The specific thing they have done is to 
employ a competent civil engineer to gather 
data and information, both technical and 
general, upon which the case for the Chatta- 
hoochee river will be made out. 

Other sites-in various parts of the coun- 
try which have entered the competition for 
this valuable plant have long since adopted 
similar course, and where they have not al- 
ready presented their facts and figures to 
the war department, will be prepared to do 
So in due season. 

This is the only thing in which the Chat- 
tahoochee situation has been lacking up to 
the present time. While conditions and pos- 
sibilities in connection with the river are 
generally known, that knowledge is lacking 
in the technical and the specific. 

Certainly we cannot hope to get the 
nitrate plant without it, and it is valuable to 
have in hand whether we land that institu- 
tion for the Chattahoochee or not. 

If it brings the plant it will prove an in- 
vestment that will pay for itself a hundred 
times over; while if it does not, the work 
will by no means be lost. If the nitrate plant 
goes elsewhere, that does not mean we are 
to go to sleep over the improvement of the 
Chattahoochee river. 

As a result of the work which is being 
done right now we shall have in hand the 
foundation for that improvement, whatever 
direction it may take. 

It is a question both of harnessing some 
250,000 horsepower now going to waste and 
with plenty of purposes to which to apply it, 
and at the same time making the Chatta- 
hoochee channel available for commercial 
navigation from Atlanta to Columbus, which 
means on to the Gulf. 

Let’s get in back of the movement to 
land the nitrate plant just as vigorously as 
we know how. If we get it, it will be a 
splendid victory. On the other hand, if we 
do not, we shall at least have laid the foun- 
dation for an earlier'and a speedier develop- 
ment to industrial use of a now vanishing 
power worth millions every twelve-month.

Government Is Expected to Install 
Display at the Southeastem Fair 


The United States government will prob- 
ably install a display covering 7,000 square 
feet at the Southeastern Land show, to be 
held in the Auditorium February 1-15, ac- 
cording to a letter received by the land show 
management yesterday from M. V. Richards, 
Washington, D. C.,, general industrial agent 
for the Southern railway, through whom 
negotiations between the land show offi- 
cials and the federal department of agri- 
culture have been pending for several weeks. 

The management of the land show will 
make an effort to construct an annex to the 
Auditorium sufficient to provide the amount 
of space suggested for the housing of Uncle 
Sam’s exhibit, and will use as much of the 
exhibit in any event: as possibly can be 
housed. 

Writing under the authority of the feder- 
al department to Charles J. Haden, presi- 
dent of the Georgia Chamber of Commerce, 
Mr. Richards says: 

“The department, as is its custom in such 
matters, desired to make its own investiga- 
tion regarding the proposed land show. It 
iS necessary, he explained, that the depart- 
ment pe fully satisfied as to the character 
of an exhibition or fair before it can con- 
sent to make an exhibit. 

“This investigation, it seems, has now 
been made and the department is satisfied 
that it will be all right for it to send an 
exhibit to the Southeastern Land show and 
it will undoubtedly do so if the matter is 


handled in time and you meet the necessary 
conditions. 


“The exhibit- which will probably be made 
will have several departments, such as farm 
home buildings, the dairy industry, the poul- 
try industry, good roads, perhaps forestry, 
etc. Just what it will cover will be to a cer- 
tain extent a matter for conference and ar- 
rangements between you and the government 
people.” 

The last time Uncle Sam participated in a 
southern exposition of any sort was in 1895, 
when the government had an exhibit at the 
Atlanta exhibition. 

The department says, according to Mr. 
Richards, that it will require two cars to 
transport its proposed exhibit at the land 
show, and with it the government expects 
to send five experts to install and manage 
its portion of the exhibition. 

W. C. Batty, Fort Myers, Fla., came to At- 
lanta last Wednesday to make a thorough 
investigation of the land show and its pros- 
pects before making payment for two booths 
tentatively contracted for by the Fort Myers 
board of trade and the city itself, both of 
which Mr. Batty represents. Friday he not 
only paid for the two booths in a check for 
$350, but also while in the land show of 
fices, Flatiron building, he wired to the 
authorities of two Florida counties his ad- 
vice for them to lose no time in contract- 
ing for booths while there still is a good 
assortment to choose from. 

Out of a total of 85 booths available, 
42 have been actually sold and paid fur and 
half of those remaining have been tenta- 
tively reserved.

ATLANTA NATIONAL BANK

according to a statement issued yesterday 
by President Robert F. Maddox. The bank 
will begin a readjustment of its banking 
rooms in a short time and expects to occu- 
py the space formerly used in the building 
by a jewelry store. It is expected that it 
will be opened by January 1 for the savings 
department and the ladies’ department, 

The statement of Mr. Maddox follows: 

“With the Atlanta National bank it is not 
something new to give a bonus to its em- 
ployees at Christmas time. For more than 
twenty years this bank has shown its appre- 
ciation of the services and loyalty of its em- 
ployees by giving to each one a substantial 
Christmas present. This year rollowing its 
custom, it will distribute among its force 
a Christmas fund of more than $2,900. Qur 
directors have also declared our regular 
semi-annual dividend of 6 per cent. 

‘In a short time we hope to begin the 
entire rearrangement of our banking room. 
In the meantime we have ordered bank fix- 
tures, which will be installed next week in 
the space in our bank building formerly oc- 
cupied by Crankshaw, the jeweler. This 
space will be fitted up, and on January 1 
opened for the convenience of our savings 
department and our department for ladies.

Of the Nitrate Plant, 
Asserts W. C: Adamson 


The merits of the case will decide. the 
site of the great government nitrate plaii' 
according to a letter just received by th 
Atlanta Chamber of Commerce from Con 
gressman W. C. Adamson. His letter follows

Dear Walter: I “have your favor of thie 
14th instant and will refer it to the wa' 
department with the resolutions accompany,- 
ing your letter, but I beg to assure you again 
that according to statements made to in® 
by the secretary of war, by the presiden'| 
and by the chief of engineers, neither the res- 
olutions of the Southern Commercial col- 
gress nor the recommendations of the Geor- 
Gia legislature nor any similar contribu- 
tions will have muth effect {a determinine 
the location of the nitrate Plagt My }:!- 
formation is that the site will be selected 
on the merits of the case. 

The engineers of the war department 
have data on all these streams and they have 
a detailed up-to-date survey of the Chatta 
hoochee almost completed, which, according 
to the judgment of eminent engineers 
proves it to be about the most inviting pro» 
osition in the United States for that kind 
of development. If compared with the phys 
ical data available on the other streams the 
advantages of the Chattahoochee appear su- 
perior, the plant will be located on or nea’ 
the Chattahoochee river—that is, the dams 
will be placed in the Chattahoochee river. 

As two or three dams will have to be con- 
nected by transmission wires in order tv 
secure the amount of current desired, the 
same contrivance can conduct the force tu 
a point anywhere nearby and the plant can 
be located at a point on the Atlanta and 
West Point railroad, or anywhere else. We 
are talking about the development of the 
water power for the generation of electrici 
ty. The water power can be developed in 
the Chattahoochee and the electricity can be 
used to manufacture nitrate at a consider 
able distance from any of the dams, if de- 
sirable. 

I have noticed a good many atatements 
and some falsehoods in the press about what 
had been said about the Chattahoochee. One 
I noticed this morning in some Georgia pa- 
per to the effect that it had been found im- 
practicable to make the Chattahoochee navi- 
gable. It would be impossible, outside of 
Munchausen, to find a more palpable, mon 
strous falsehood. The splendid shoals in the 
Chattahoochee river make its navigation an 
easv proposition. Instead of digging out 
these shoals, as some people vainly imagine, 
we wiil do like we did at Gatun, on the Isth- 
mus of Panama—we will build a dam and 
flood the bed of the river and sail over the 
shoals. That will be done sooner or later, 
whether we locate the nitrate plant or not 
If we can secure the nitrate plant the nav! 
gation of the Chattahoochee will be secured 
from the gulf to its headwaters, because so 
little would be left to be done, the govern 
ment could easily be induced to complete it 

If we fail to secure the nitrate plant then 
we must rely on private capital, tempted by 
the pecuniary profit of installing industries, 
to build the locks and dams without expense 


to the government, which can easily be done .

Private capital has several times offered 
to do that, but has been prevented by vari- 
ous obstacles, which we hope will not ap- 
pear again, and it will cost the government 
nothing,« while private capital could profit 
by the construction of those dams. 

“ In fact, if we can induce private capital 
to build a couple of those high dams, I think 
we coutd depend on Atlanta and Columbus 
to build the other two. But in my judgment 
the only thing that can prevent our securing 
the nitrate plant would be the appearance 
of superior physical advantages elsewhere, 
and the only material statement that has 
been made to our disadvantage is the reputed 
opinion of the war college that the Chatta- 
hoochee would be too near the coast, that 
an invading army might capture and dis- 
mantle it, and, therefore, the war college 


suggests that the plant be located over in- 


the Mississippi valley between the two 
ranges of mountains, but I shall remind the 
esteemed war college that an invading army 
can go up that valley from the gulf just 
as easily as it can go from the Atlantic or 
gulf coast to the Chattahoochee river. Col- 
leges are mighty smart and useful, great 
things to the world, and [I am .in favor of 
them, couldn’t get along without them, but 
sometimes there are practical questions

FIVE PERSONS PERISH

fe nsisted that there should not even 
be a discussion of the possibility of 
peace “until Germany has given to 
Belgium and the world some definite 
assurance that the undeserved wrongs 
of that stricken country are to Se 
righted.” 

Dr. Hfbben said that it was the duty 
of a neutral nation to promote peace. 
“But while recognizing this obligation,” 
he continued, “I would point out a 
higher and more imperative duty of 
neutrality. It is to insist with all the 
spirit of an aroused national con- 
science that there must be a vindica- 
tion of certain rights and reparation 
of certain wrongs that have been done 
with a high hand upon a stupendous 
scale, and upon a world stage.” 


U. S. FOREIGN TRADE 
TOTALS $7,800,000,000 


Washington, December 22.—The coun- 
try’s foreign trade this year probably 
will reach a total of $7,800,000,000. A 
bureau of foreign and domestic com- 
merce statement shows that for the 11 
months ending with November exports 
and imports combined totalled $7,148,- 
000,000. 

November exports of $517,900,000 set 
a new monthly record.

The 
decision on Mr. Ford’s petition will 
permit him to proceed with the execu- 
tion of contracts for the construction 
of a large smelter furnace near Detroit 
and the bond will protect the Dodge

New Orleans, December 22.—A much 
BSteadier tone ruled in cotton on this 
market today, although there were un- 
settled periods and even weakness, 
There was not the selling power, how- 
ever, which had been so conspicuous of 
late and the market had strength of 
its own.

Chicago, December 22.—-Assertions 
that export business today was on a 
large scale and that European acqui- 
sitions yesterday had been double the 
amount which had been currently esti- 
mated were chiefly responsible for a 
decided upturn today in the price of 
wheat.

Peace uncertainties made the wheat 
trade nervous during the first hour or 
so, opinions being greatly at variance 
as to how the news at hand from Lon- 
don, Washington and other capitals 
should be interpreted. The puzzle serv- 
ed to keep the market rapidly fluctu- 
ating meanwhile, within 1% of yes- 
terday’s latest figures. Then advices 
were circulated that the British com- 
mission was again in the market as an 
active buyer of wheat. A decisive ad- 
vance in values then began and was ac- 
celerated by gossip that a big fleet of 
steamers ‘would soon arrive at eastern 
seaboards™ aieve the existing freight 
congestion there. Despite reactions due 
to profit-taking, the upturn gained in 
force right to the close. 

Rumors that a war-like note from the 
entente allies to the central powers was 
forthcoming did a good deal to increase 
bullish sentiment near the end of the 
session when shorts were evening up 
for the three holidays ahead beginning 
tomorrow. it was not until after the 
close that many traders were aware of 
the foundation of the rumors, a Petro- 
grad dispatch available early in the 
morning to the effect that the formal 
answer to the German offer of a peace 
conference would be as already outlined 
by government officials before the Rus- 
sian duma., 

In corn, as in wheat, trade was not 
heavy, but the market displayed con- 
siderable firmness after an easy start.

THE COTTON MARKET 


December 22.—It has been an- 
other week of excited trading and violent 
finctuations in cotton market, with prices 
showing sensational declines under continued 
Nquidation. March contracts for ifstance, 
have sold at 16.20 during today’s trading, 
compared with 18.71, the high point of last 
Friday, and 21.32, the high record estab- 
just before Thanksgiving. The 
progress of this decline of about $25 per 
bale has been interrupted by frequent, at 
times substahtiai, rallies on covering or buy- 
ing for a reaction and- ni a general way the 
market has been largely influenced by rap- 
idiy alternating views of international poll- 
tics or peace probabilities. Otherwise no 
special featur® in the news has been much 
discussed around the ring. The census report 
showing 10,845,989 bales ginned to December 
18 was considered pretty closely in line with 
the recent official estimate of the total and 
evidently attracted very little attention. Some 
of the selling has been accompanied by re- 
ports of an easier tone in the goods market 
as a result of offerings from second hands 
at concessions and there have also been re- 
ports of a very slack spot demand. On the 
other hand southern advices have claimed 
that little or no cotton was offering except 
for the hedged supplies held in the larger 
markets, while exports have continued lib- 
eral and domestic mflls are reported to be 
so far sold ahead that the trade is slow 
to accept any reduced estimates of con- 
sumption. The -uncertainties of European 
affairs, however, some o have practically 
monopolized the attention of the trade and 
there has been particularly heavy selling by 
Well street and western interests which is 
supposed to have been partly influenced by 
the violent price movements in stocks and 
grain. Reports of an advancing tendency in 
ocean freights have been followed by heavy 
Liverpool selling here, believed to be partly 
on straddle acount and partly against pur- 
chases of spots in the south. New Eng- 
land and southern spinners have been cred-

FOUGHT BY WORSHAM 


Washington, D. C., December 
(Special.)—As a preliminary step 
toward establishing a quarantine in 
Georgia against the shipment into the 
state of white pine seedlings and cur- 
rant and gooseberry bushes, E. Lee 
Worsham, state entomologist of Geor- 
gia, was in Washington for a confer- 
ence with C. L. Marlatt of the federal 
horticultural board.

San Francisco, December 22.—Ger- 
man Consul General Franz Bopp, ac- 
cused with six Others of conspiracy to

Let us say at once that 
the allies in general and Great Brit- 
ain in particular, ought to treat it with 
the most sympathetic respect and give 
it most friendly, most careful consid- 
eration. . 

“Mr. Wilson is one of the greatest 
presidents of one of the greatest na- 
tions of the world.

We gladly give 
his words the hearing due toa friend 
speaking in behalf of friends. We re- 
fuse to question his sincerity or his 
single-mindedness. bss ps ee ee 
of his Christmas soundings is the right 
spirit.
